The committee stated that it was 
very inconvenient for them to have to 
examine the bills on the evening ot 
the meeting and upon recommendation 


of the committee a motion was made 
and carried that hereafter all bills must 
be presented on Friday previous to 
the first meeting of the month so that 
they may be examined and passed 
upon when there was more time to at 
tend to them.

That the shed and out building at 
the Rose Street School are finished ac­ 
cording to contract and specifications. 
Cost. $183. 


It will be necessary to have the shed 
on the south, side widened as that is 
the storm side. 
This can be done at 
little cost as the sidewalking is already 
there and can be used as a floor. The 
sinks, doors and windows for the base­ 
ment have not been completed but 
will be soon. 
We recommend that the 


old lumber be carried over and put in 
the basement, and a portion be used 


for a coal bin 
The Kellogg, Lorin 
and Seventh Street Schools have been 
painted. 


We also recommend >that th,e school 
rooms at the Kellogg Primary School 
be whitened or papered as they are in 
a disgraceful condition.

recommend also that the Rose 
street school be painted and a sidewalk 
be petitioned for from Rose street to 
Berryman on east side of Milvia.

graduates of the U. C , who have won 
renown tor their 
original 
views as 
thinkers, will address the union on the 
relation of philosophy to religion. 


The Philosophical Union, which was 
founded by Professor George H. Howi- 
son, the Mills professor of philosophy 
at the University, studies each year a 
book on philosophy by some eminent 
authority, and at the end of the year 
pays the expenses ot the author to 
come to California and discuss his 
worltbefore them. 
This is a new de­ 
parture, inaugurated in the past year, 
which it is intended shall be perpetu­ 
ated. 
During fhe year past the union 
has been studying "The Religious As­ 
pect of Philosophy," by 
Professor 
Josiah Royce of Harvard, and he, in 
accordance with the plan outlined, will 
be present at the coming meeting. 


Professor Royce graduated from the 
State University in 1875, receiving his 
degree of doctor of philosophy at Johns 
Hopkins University in 1878. 
He was 
instructor in English at Berkeley from 
1878 to 1882, when he became in­ 
structor in 
philosophy at 
Harvard. 
From this chair he was advanced to 
the assistant, professorship of philoso­ 
phy in 1885, and from 1892 until the 
present time has occupied the chair of 
professor of philosophy. 


Besides "The Religious Aspect of 
philosophy" Professor Royce is the 
author of another work much valued 
among professors entitled "The Mod­ 
ern Spirit of Philosophy," and he is a 
frequent contributor to the philoso­ 
phical and psychological reviews on 
philosophical and educational topics. 


The forthcoming meeting will not 
only be an exceptionally important one 
to those interested in the study of 
philosophy from the fact that Professor 
Royce will discuss his own book, but 
because another native son who has 
won distinction for his views on the 
same line of thought will be present 
and; take part in the discussion. 
He 
is Professor Sidney E. Mezes, professor 
of 'philosophy at the University of 
Texas.

Mezes graduated 
frbjoj &e<£taW U^versity in the class 
ot 1884. i^He is> looked upon as one

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ELECTRIC RAILROADS. 


That means of traval 
by electric 
roads is fast coming to the front every­ 
body knows, and that they will super­ 
sede the steam lines is written on the 
wall in very large letters. 
Although 
but a short time in existence they are 
forging ahead of steam lines with a re 
markable velocity. 
The road now be­ 


ing 
constructed from New York to 
Philadelphia, which will be completed 
this fall, will no doubt deal a harder 
blow to the steam railroads than they 
have ever had yet. 


A 
writer in Scribner's Magazine 
wrote an article for it some five years 


ago, in which he showed the advan­ 
tages which would accrue from the use 


of electricity over steam, particularly 


for .conveyancing. 
In a recent num­ 
ber he contributes 
another 
article, 
BhbVjhg that the inventions of the day 
Hitve made^trides more rapidly towards 
superseding the old method than he 
*ha"a iny idea of five years ago. 
He 
shows practically how the hew method 
Will soon do away with the old. 
He 
?did not take into consideration, how­ 
ever,'the reported new discovery said 
to have been made by Dr. Cornelius 
Herz, by which some 38 per cent of 
the power in coal can be obtained 
over about 14 per cent, the best that 
'Ctfn be got from the using of it under 
-boilers. 
By'thfs discovery, if correct, 
trie boiler and engine will have no 
further use for existence. 


Edison has been at work on this 
problem for years. 
It is also said 
that a nephew of Edison's has been at 
work with Dr. Herz in his new dis­ 
covery or invention. 


The magazine writer (June number) 
shows in what manner electricity can 
be used on long distance lines more 
economically than steam. 
A much 
higher rate of speed can be obtained 
and fares will be also cheaper. Instead 


of bne long train there will be shbrter 
'trains which will be dispatched offener. 


The 
distance from New York to 
Philadelphia is about 98 miles and 
this can be covered easily in one hour 
and a quarter. 
vThere will be double 
tracks and possibly a three wire system 
instead of two. 


The Valley Road is being built on 
the old system from the fact that the 
new one has not been tested in their 
estimation, sufficiently 
for 
them to 
adopt it. 
It would not be a surprise 
to the electricians of the day if the 
Valley Road system was not converted 
to the electrical system within the next 
five years. 
' 


As to the real value of electric rail 
roads we quote the Haywards Journal 
in speaking of the advantage of the 
electrical system over the steam system 
to any country or State that wants to 


get ahead, as is particularly the case 
with California. 


It says: "A steam line connecting 
between 
here 
(Haywards) and 
the 
East, has been running to Livermore 


for more than twenty years, yet during 
the past five years the country through 
which it passes has not increased 500 
souls. 
On the other hand an electric 
line has been operated for a compara­ 
tively short time and between Oakland 
and Haywards and along that (electric) 
road more than a thousand new' homes 
have been built in the last three years." 
This speaks volumes.

BALLAST F6R 8PIDER CRABS. 


A Dlfflcnlt Problem Solved In Tim* of 
Flood at the Mew York Aquarium. 


In one of the tanks at the New York 
aquarium there are eight spider orabs. 
The spider crab is the decorating crab 
grown ur> The decorating crab plants 
upon its back little sprays and stream­ 
ers of various marine plants, which it 
snips off with its pincher claws. It car 
^ries these flrBt to its mouth, where 
seems to keep a supply of waterproof 
glue, and thence to its back, 
posed to do this for protectiom from its 
enemies, for, half buried in the m u d 
and with these things rising from its 
back, i t is practically invisible. It is 
possible also that the crab uses the 
sprigs for adornment, as it often selects 
growths of bright colors. In its larger 
growth, after it has come to be called a 
spider orab, it oeases to decorate itself, 
though sometimes the seeds of marine 
plants Bettle on its back and grow there, 
but it never loses the huiidy use of its 
pincher claws. 


The largest of the spider crabs at the 
aquarium is about 8 inches in length. 
From side to sido its logs spread about 
eight inches. 
The bottom of the spider 
crabs' tank is covered with gravel. The 
tank was cleaned the other day and all 
but about three inches of the water 
drawn off. When tho refilling of the 
tank was begun, all tho crabs gathered 
nrnrityi the intake. 
Crabs and fishes in 
captivity usually do this, welcoming 
the fresKijncoming water as a man in 
captivity might welcome an incoming 
current of fresh air. The flow of water 
through the intake pipes can be regulat­ 
ed at will. 
Here it was permitted to 
run in at its natural force, which was 
about that of water flowing from a hosa 
The flow was broken somewhat by the 
wire strainer over the opening of (the 
intake, placed there to keep little 
fishes 
and crustaceans from getting into the 
pipes, but it was too strong for the 
spider crabs to face. They began to set­ 
tle themselves down into the gravel and 
to pilo gravel upon their backs, appar­ 
ently to weight themselves down eo 
that they could withstand it. On a 
sandy or muddy bottom they could have 
buried or partly buried themselves. 
Here the work was more difficult, but 
they were equal to it. 


They would work their legs down in­ 
to the gravel and thou lift them, dis­ 
placing stones in that manner, and with 
their pincher claws they would pick up 
stones. Sometimes a crab would pick up 
two gravel stones at once, one in each 
claw, and place them both on its back. 
It might tackle a stone so big as to re­ 
quire both clawB in tho handling of it 
and raise that and put it on its back. 
Some of the stones would roll off down 
by the crabs' legs, but they were not 
lost there, for they helped to build up 
around, and the crab would go ahead 
and put up others on its back. 


When the tank was full and the in­ 
flow cut off, the crabs went walking 
about again as usuaL—New York Sun.

Ha Might Have Been a Southern Soldier 
but For H I . Wife. 


General William Mahone of Virginia 
sat in Chamberlin's, deeply interested 
in a well bound volume of substantial 
size. To a reporter who ventured to ask 
the title of the book the general cour­ 
teously said. 


"It is made up of 'Papers of the Mili­ 
tary Historical Society of Massachusetts' 
and contains critical sketches of some of 
the leading Federal and Confederate 
generals. I was at that moment engaged 
on tho sketoh devoted to General Thom­ 
as. 
It is a very fair and interesting ac­ 
count of his character and services. 


" I knew Thomas personally, for he 
was born and reared in my section of 
West Virginia. He was a military man 
of excellent parts, rather slow to act, 
but never able to grasp the idea that he 
had been whipped. His bulldog tenacity 
was a strong characteristic. 


" I know a good deal more than this 
book about Thomas' predilection for the 
southern cause. In passing through the 
Btate OD his way from Texas to New 
York at the time that the legislature 
was deliberating on the question of se­ 
cession, Thomas said, with emphasis, 
"There is nothing for the south to do 
but to fight.' It was well understood 
that his sympathies were with the peo­ 
ple of his native section. 


"I was empowered by the governor 
of Virginia to offer him an important 
position created for him and tendered it 
with the full expectation that it would 
bo accepted. He married a Miss Marcy 
of New York, and it is uu doubt true 
that his wife's influence had much to 
do with keeping him on the Union 
side. "—Washington Post

The Archaeologist Lout His Treasure, bat 
Eanaped With Hi« Life.

Frenoh 
archsaologist 
traveling 
among the Andes in searoh of knowl­ 
edge and specimens had a great desire 
to explore some oaves in the sides of the 
precipices: They were doubtless ancient 
tombs and would probably yield him a 
treasure. 
He selected a favorable spot, 
therefore, rigged a sort of chair ur seat 
between two leather cords and engaged 
two Indians to let him down from the 
brow of the precipice. "A descent of 
800 feet made in this way,'' he tells us, 
"is extraordinarily long. " 


However, he reached the cave in safe­ 
ty, and on forcing a passage into it was 
rewarded by finding two skulls and a 
mummy, '' thoroughly dry,'' he says, 
"and pretty solid." He passed a string 
through the eyeholes of the skulls and 
attached them to his belt. Then he took 
the mummy in his arms and signaled to 
the Indians to draw him up. With his 
heels he defended himself against the 
jutting rooks, and in a few minutes was 
almost on an even with the top. The 
Indians knew nothing about his load. 
Just then the yellow skull of one of 
their ancestors appeared before their 
eyes, and the idiots gave a start of sur­ 
prise. The Frenchman thought they 
must have let, go the cord. 


"It was the affair of a second," he 
writes. "What passes in the brain of a 
man at such an instant-is indescribable. 
I did not drop a yard, but I experienced 
all the horror of a man in rapidly fall­ 
ing through space. My hands let go the 
mummy, and while, covered with a 
cold sweat, I was helped over the edge 
of the cliff by the Indians, the mummy 
bounded from rock to rock and landed 
in bits at the bottom of the chasm.''

Such dead 
men, they assured him, if disturbed in 
their sepulcher, had the habit of kissing 
the Indians, who perished infallibly un­ 
der their deadly breath.

The other assured the Frenchman that 
at the moment when the head of the 
mummy showed above the edge of the 
rocks it opened its mouth. If it hadinot 
luckily fallen into the abyss, it would 
have cursed them forever.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.
